Change  in  Island  Maintenance 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  the  City  has  made  no 
bones  about  the  fact  that  the  responsibility  for  main¬ 
taining  the  islands  in  St.  Mary’s  Park  falls  to  the  St. 
Mary’s  Park  Improvement  Club.  Along  with  this 
responsibility  comes  tremendous  liability  for  the 
Club.  What  this  means  is  that  the  Club  and/or  its 
officers  could  be  sued  by  anyone  construed  as  a  paid 
employee  if  they  were  injured  on  the  job.  In  order  to 
properly  maintain  the  islands,  the  Club  would  need 
to  have  both  liability  and  workers  compensation 
insurance.  In  order  to  do  this,  the  Club  would  have 
to  change  its  status  and  become  some  type  of  legal 
entity  (like  a  non-profit  corporation).  After  doing  a 
careful  cost  analysis  of  these  insurances  and  the 
management  of  a  legal  presence  for  the  Club,  it  was 
determined  that  it  was  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Club  (particularly  financially)  to  hire  an  outside  pro¬ 
fessional  maintenance  company  that  has  all  the  nec¬ 
essary  insurance. 

The  Island  Committee  presented  the  Executive 
Committee  with  6  bids.  After  reviewing  the  issues, 
the  Executive  Committee  has  decided  to  hire  Angie’s 
Garden  Service.  Starting  July  14,  Angie’s  crew  will 
mow  and  edge  twice  a  month  and  weed  and  feed  as 
necessary.  Angie’s  crew  will  report  directly  to  presi¬ 
dent  Jonna  Ramey.  If  you  have  any  comments  about 
their  work,  direct  it  to  her  at  285-7425. 

In  the  past,  we  were  paying  volunteers  about 
$  120/month  for  island  maintenance.  We  will  be  pay¬ 
ing  Angie’s  Garden  Service  $475/month.  This  bid 
was  extremely  competitive  and  we  no  longer  have  to 
worry  about  insurance  issues  or  mowing  equipment 
purchase  and  maintenance. 

The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Island  Committee 
both  hope  you  all  will  be  pleased  with  the  results  and 
that  we  can  count  on  your  support  to  continue  this  ser¬ 
vice.  Since  the  islands  are  currently  in  fair  condition,  it 
will  take  Angie’s  crew  about  3  months  before  the 
islands  start  to  look  significantly  better.

On  July  11th,  a  work  party  of  neighborhood  vol¬ 
unteers,  spruced  up  the  Benton  Island.  Among  the 
improvements;  new  boarders  and  redwood  mulch 
around  trees,  a  newly  planted  flower  bed,  weeding, 
clearing  weeds  around  sprinkler  heads,  and  reseed¬ 
ing  damaged  and  uneven  lawn  areas.  The  renova¬ 
tion  cost  about  $600.
